Since,  the  publication  of  this  pamphlet,  a  new  bock.  Crisis  in  Cowman: 
by  Richard  A.  Gabriel  and  Paul  L.  Savage  (New  York:  Hi  I  I  and  Ware,  1976), 
has  appeared.  It  is  a  provocative  and  timely  study  of  American  nit  I  i  tar  y 
ethical  dilemmas.  The  authors  argue  that  much  of  the  disaster  of  Viet nap 
can  be  explained  not  by  political  ideology  but  by  a  collapse  in  morale  rind 
performance  of  the  Officer  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army.  This  collapse, 
according  to  the  authors,  was  prompted  by  an  emphasis  on  "manaoorent "  ir 
lieu  of  "leadership."  A  not  unrelated  bcok  is  a  widely  selling  work  t-ntitl 
On  Inc  Psychology  of  Military  Incompetence  by  Norman  f.  Fixer:  (New  York : 
Basic  Bocks,  1976).  Cixon  offers  a  psychological  and  historical  survey  of 
examples  of  military  incompetence.  If  you  orant  him  his  prosupposi t io~. , 
Dixon's  reduct i vi stic  approach  follows.  To  this,  reader,  however,  his.  Mudy 
is  flawed  and  unremarkable.

The  selected 
bibliography  that  follows  attempts  to  give  a  balanced  look  at  the  more 
important  writings.  Not  included  is  the  extensive  treatment  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  cognitive  skills  and  moral  knowledge  in  children  and  literature 
pertaining  to  the  teaching  of  ethics  in  specific  pre-professional  programs, 
o.g.  law,  medicine,  politics.
